righteous denunciations to the point of injustice The privileged 
classes hate him; the oppressed classes do not understand him; the lazy 
classes slum him as a jx-'t. He finds himself standing, like Ishmacl, 
with every man's hand against him. 

But though the agitator is not a nice man. he is a useful man. 
Your pleasant, cultured, courteous, easy gc.tteman i- a nice man. but 
lie is the unconscious upholder of all that is had. a- well as of a little 
that is good. 

There was a time when women were tortured foc^witchcraft; 
when prisoners were tortured into the confession of crimes of which 
they were innocent; when good men and women were burnt alive for 
being unable to believe the dogmas ,,f other men's eligion: when an.

It implies that he is a liar and a rogue; who is preaching 
wh.il he knows to be false and preaching it for the sake of making 
money. So when a writer is acctred of battening on the earnings of
